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Ads Under Attack 


The Federal Trade Commission 
(FTC) continues to expose the false 
claims made by advertisers and manu- 
facturers of products as varied as tooth- 
paste and Bibles. 

Toothpastes 

Pepsodent’s boast that it contains 
irlum is misleading. Dental journals 
accept the statement that Pepsodent 
contains irium, but explain that actually 
irium is merely a cleansing agent with 
about the same properties as soap. So 
the next time your radio purrs about 
‘‘Pepsodent with Irium,” remember that 
it’s just soap—soft soap! 

Ipana’s promises to its users of a 
beautiful smile, freedom from pink 
toothbrush, removal of yellowish tints 
and a cure for gum troubles which, say 
Ipana advertisers, come from a diet of 
soft, creamy foods, have been denounc- 
ed by the Dental Council as prepos- 
terous, incredible and unreasonable. 
These claims, says the American Dental 
Association, are unwarranted and, any- 
how, there is “no recognized entity in 
dentistry known as pink toothbrush.” 
Bibles : 

The ads of a firm called Bibles for 
Victory, Inc., that its metal-covered 
Scriptures will stop or deflect bullets, 
shrapnel or bayonet thrusts and save a 
soldier's life, are under attack by the 
FTC for fraudulent claims. 

Vitamins 

Food products’ manufacturers of 
such items as Ovaltine and Nutri-Vac 
are accused of falsely promising any or 
all of the following: better appetite, 
gain in weight, correction of nervous 
conditions, protection from colds, sore 
throat, poor eyesight, fatigue, sterility, 
rickets, alcoholism or heart trouble. 

The American Beauty Products Com- 
pany has been ordered by the FTC to 
stop advertising its various vitamins 
as protection from eye and teeth dis- 
eases, nervous diseases, respiratory dis- 
orders and as effective agents to restore 
natural hair color and improve skin 
texture. 

The old-time cure-all, Peruna, which 
contained a high alcoholic content and 
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RELIGIOUS LEADERS ARE VERY PLEASED that the voice of the church 
has had considerable influence during recent diplomatic conferences in shaping 
the peace.

X-Ray and Forecast 
For Peace 


While we rejoice and give thanks for every progressive step toward peace, 
we must keep some things in mind as we read of the Big Three in conference 
at Potsdam. For the large, well-organized armed powers, America, Russia 
and Britain, everything is working out fine, but for the big nations that are 
not highly organized and heavily armed, such as China and India, and for the 
people of the earth who make up three-fourths of the world’s population, most 
of whom are still hungry, exploited and distressed, the picture is very different. 

Remember, you get only the radio and press reports of the fortunate powers 
that now happen to be on top. Would you like to know about the press and 


radio reports of the nations which are not represented by the smiling, well- 


fed, handsome gentlemen at Berlin? Well, a review of the world voice out- 
side of the Big Three runs about like this: There cannot be peace until three 
major points are recognized and solved. 

1. An acknowledgment of absolute racial equality as a primary basis for 
international relations. 

2. A revision of world monopolies to provide just and equitable access 
to the earth’s resources for all people. 

3. A guarantee of political and economic independence to all people. 

These three achievements were promised as war aims by the Atlantic Char- 
ter, which was endorsed and al by Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin as well 
as by representatives of the French and Dutch-empires and some 38 other coun- 
tries. But as soon as it became clear that empire nations were not going to 
lose their investments and colonies, the Atlantic Charter was betrayed and 
denied in a manner seldom equaled in history for treason against the good 
of common men. The conferences at Dumbarton Oaks, San Francisco and 
Berlin have all refused to face the three basic issues proposed by the Atlantic 
Charter. What the big three have succeeded in doing is to set up success- 
fully once more the machinery of peace. The question now is when will the 
new machinery of peace face the real causes of war? 

When you add the above to our own picture of the peace, you can see more 
accurately how men over the earth are thinking, and where hope, pride, selfish- 
ness, anger and despair are being weighed against each other. 

Truman’s Approach 

Mr. Truman is not playing the tight, neat little game with London and 
imperial interests as did his predecessor. He did not work things out with 
Churchill before seeing Stalin as did Roosevelt. He was just as eager as Roose- 
velt to cooperate with Churchill, but Truman is breaking up the idea of the 
United States and Britain playing a hand over against Russia. This new 
American approach is greatly disturbing London and is equally upsetting to 
powerful elements in our State Department which are far more representative 
of London-Wall Street investments than they are of the American people. 

President Truman is not, however, taking a pro-Russian attitude in disputes 
or a He is carving, for the first time in our diplomatic history, 
an independent, pro-American viewpoint that favors none above others. Our

The Other Side of the Indian Question 

Keep in mind the fact that the only news you are allowed 
to hear concerning India must be passed by the British censor, 
hence the reports of the breakdown of the recent Simla con- 
ference on Indian self-government which place the blame, 
as usual.on Indian racial and religious conflicts. This is only 
one side of the story. Here is the other side which the British 
suppress : 

1. The names submitted by British Viceroy Wavell for 
appointment to the permanent executive council were al- 
most entirely names of Indians who were either known to 
have sold out to British interests or were under suspicion for 
various reasons as having obligated themselves to plans for 
the perpetuation of British privileges and controls after self- 
government was set up. Both Moslems and Hindus refused 
to accept these British-named representatives. 

2. The British made rulings regarding appointments that 
deliberately placed the rich industrial leaders of India, who 
have been persuaded in the past few years to cooperate with 
London's financial and industrial interests, in positions of pre- 
dominance in the new government. Other large but economi- 
cally impoverished groups, in whose ranks the spirit of revolt 
is highest, were left out altogether. 

3. The Moslems and Hindus, whose differences the Brit- 
ish claim prevent self-government, BOTH AGREE THAT 
NO REAL PROGRESS CAN BE MADE UNTIL THE 
BRITISH GET OUT. They support this belief by uniting 
in the opinion that real British policy is to delay self-govern- 
ment as long as possible and to prevent complete independ- 
ence entirely by subtly encasing within all such self-govern- 
ment proposals plans and conditions that the astute British 
statesmen know will make unity among Indians impossibie 
or, if carried out, will perpetuate such disagreements as will 
leave the initiative and control in the hands of the British 
overlords after all. Thus the united cry of both Moslems 
and Hindus—which American citizens are not allowed to 
hear—is, “Get out of India. Then India will find a way. 
But first get out.” 

We must remember that many of the common people of 
England, the labor groups and workers organizations, are 
also severe in their denunciation of the selfish short-sighted 
tory policies toward India. They too look for a new day 
of cooperation with India instead of exploitation and deceit. 
But because the multi-millionaire tory clique controls the war 
industries, the banks and the press, months of post-war re- 
education will be required to lave them from their strong- 
holds. Much of what happens in India is related to what 
happens in London. 


Allied Policy Toward Germany 
Axis Big-Wigs Unmolested 

Anyone watching the daily press realizes that a condition 
of dangerous indecision and confusion has characterized 
Anglo-American policies regarding Germany, although all 
facts concerning this situation are being ——— The 
weeks go by and no leading Nazis are being brought to trial 
in spite of frequent indefinite announcements which are made 
to still public clamor. Also we are told one day that a’: 
large German industrial plants are to be eliminated, and the 
next day that German industry is to be restored and super- 
vised. 

This confusion is due to the secret conflict going on be- 
hind the scenes between the Anglo-American financial and 
industrial leaders who control the policies of their respective 
governments. The great financial and industrial houses of 
Britain and America, which for years have cooperated closely 
with the great German financial and industrial combines, are 
using all possible pressure to restore the German banking, 
steel, textile, chemical and oil industries which were the chief 
pre-war German ‘industries. 


In fact such groups as the du Ponts, Standard Oil and 
others made legal agreements with their German partners to 
resume partnership as soon as war ended. Documents prov- 
ing these plans have been brought to light in anti-cartel suits. 
This situation is reflected in the astonishing reports reaching 
the American press that leading Nazi industrialists, when 
arrested by our Army representatives, have brazenly stated, 
“You will have to let us go as soon as we can get in touch 
with our American friends,” or, “You can’t do this to us. 
We will have the protection of our American associates.” 
What is more, we forecast that these Nazi industrial and 
financial leaders will not be brought to trial. 


Italian Industrialists Go Free 

We hope we are wrong, but remember that the big Italian 
industrialists, who put Mussolini in power and thus helped 
bring on the war, are still doing well by themselves and that 
no one in London or Washington seems to think of including 
them in the list of war criminals. Obviously there is great 
danger that the big business men of Germany and Italy, who 
created the dictators, will not only go unpunished but will 
be secretly re-established in their old” places of special — 
lege and power. For, as we pointed out, that has already in- 
disputably happened in Italy. 
Opposition 

On the other hand, American and British goods manufac- 
turers,—not the great basic ‘resource industries” like steel, 
chemicals, oil and financial houses which are trying to pro- 
tect and restore German industry and finance, but the manu- 
facturers of trade articles, machines, machine tools and ship- 
builders who would gain by the elimination of German com- 
petition,—are exerting great pressure on official Washingron 
and London to destroy German industrial and productive 
power. This is particularly true of those British interests 
which for generations have found in German industry their 
greatest competitor. Thus the confusion and lack of clear 
aim in the Anglo-American policy in Germany is chiefly a 
result of conflicts of interest within the national economy of 
the two victorious allies. 


Russian Policy 

In contrast to this situation, 
America in special reports from newsmen in Russian-held 
Germany that the Russians, not worried about banking divi- 
dends and industrial profits, are following an entirely dif- 
ferent policy, that of rearganizing Germany quickly to feed 
and clothe Germans and to make life normal for them as

aper: 

“While the western allies operate on the assumption that 
all Germans are bad, the Russians appear to work on the 
theory that all Germans are good, at least potentially, until 
they prove bad. It is understood, furthermore, that the Rus- 
sians even distinguish between good and bad members of the 
Nazi party. ‘Good Nazis’ are reported to include such per- 
sons as doctors, lawyers and civil servants who were obliged 
to join the party in order to preserve their livelihoods. 

This news dispatch also states that American and British 
soldiers are disturbed by our unimaginative policies and are 
asking: 

“How can the Allies morally justify the contention that 
all Germans are guilty of the war and the crimes of the Elite 
Guard when more than 100,000 German prisoners were found 
in Nazi concentration camps? 

‘How can the creation of a democratic Germany be accom- 
plished if no effort is made to revive whatever liberal forces 
existed in Germany, such as the Social Democratic party?” 

American and British officials are allowing no political ac- 
tivity in the part of Germany they hold, while the Russians 
are promoting the resurrection of political activity and are 
even ready to hold elections in some areas! 

If communism wins support in Germany, who will be to 
blame?
